TFT HE Kjng my Maſter has commanded me to tet 


wur Majeſty know, the Reſolution he hath taken to 
concur in all points with the moſt Chriſtian Kjug, 
giving your Majeſty,all poſſible aſſurance in the Eſtabliſhing 
Gt Majefes Title ; in ſuch ways as your Majeſty ſball 
judge moſt Effettwal to the ſecuring your Crown and Dignity, 
and the: further honour aud ſafety of the Queen and the 
Royal Tſſue. | 
The Kjne my Maſter is truly ſenſible 'of the great miſ- 
fortune of thole Princes whoſe muſt be bounded, and 
Reaſon regulated by the Fantaſtick humonrs of their Sub- 
jedFs. Tull Princes come 20 be free's from theſe Inconve- 
nieces, the King my Maſter ſees no probable proſpect of E/- 
| "9h The molt Yoly Apoltolick Kom. Cath, 
Te to your Majeſties affairs, the King my Maſter 
has #Fitten to the Kzngs of Sweden and Denmark, to the

Thin on may. no longer doubt of the truth of the 
Murther of King Ch. 24. I ſend you here the: plain tory 
as it came from one ofthe Gent. who was. daily con- 
cerned in that Villainous Adion ; which take as fol- 
loweth, viz. * A few days before King Charles the 24's 
Death, the then Lord Halifax informed his Majeſty 
of ſome miſmanagement in the Treaſury ; upon which 
the King went with him to the- Treafury ( this was 
upon Thurſday the 29 of January 168} . ) and examin- 
ing ſome of the. Books, found Three Leaves cur out of 
one of them, and upon comparing that with ſome o- 
ther Books, the Sum wanting, and which coald notbe 
Accounted for, was found to be 80006 /.
